The F'ainer bill sleeps peacefully in 
the quiet of the committee on public 
works and the Seiner substitutie Is half 
a law. Dr. Cain lead the opposition to 
the bill, us friends relied upon the 
votes which they knew they could 
count and simply permitted the "othc 
fellows" to do the talking. Differen 
amendments were proposed, but non< 
except those recommended by Mr. Wil 
llama, who i-eported the bill for the 
committee, were allowed to go 
through. « 

One of the most bitterly contested 
sections of the new law was the canal 
boat subsidy proposition which propos 
es that if in the future it should at any 
time liecome the policy of tie- str.te to 
abandon the canals, all boa;^ n..u! 
valueless thereby, are to be paid lor at 
their value in money by the state. Mr 
Cain jtroposf d to anund the bill bj 
striking out all of this section and 
then came the debate. The Cain 
amendment was defeated and the bill 
passed by a vote of 64 yeas to 22 nays 
The bill retains the Miami and Erie 
canal and the northern division of the 
Ohio canal. It provid*8 for the ap- 
pointment of a commission by the gov 
ern<il', which will invcfstifate the re- 
maining canal property and report to 
the governor as to whether or not U 
can be placed upon a profit paying 
basis. 

Mr. Comings introduced a bill whic h 
he said had the endorsement of the 
governor, to place all work on the ca^ 
nal.s in the hands f>f the board of I'Ul) 
lie works. All bills are to be approved 
by the engineer for the board and paid 
through the superintendents. This 
plan will very materially reduce the 
army of canal employes and will also 
reduce the expense of operating the 
canals 

Another big batch of bills was turn 
ed loose In the bouse. One meas 
ure was introduced to amend the 
law relating to deaf and dumb school 

youth, so that $ir.O for each child may 
be paid out of the state fund to city 
districts. Another biT. ' U the -ame 
subject seeks to reimburse Cleveland

He then ran down stairs and made his 
escape.

The coroner took charge 
of the house. .Mr. Furbush has not yet 
betn I'xat. i by the police and it is 
stated that he has gone to New York. 
Lane has been employed by the family 
for about two years. His liome is said 
to be in Trenton. .V. J.

FaAXKroBT, Kv., March 31.— Tbe ques- 
tion as to Governor Beckham's eligibility 
to succeed himself as Governor is to be 
reopened, according to a statement of a 
gentleman who has just returned from 
Washington. Some months ago, when 
some of Governor Beckham's friends 
looked up the question, ex-Chief Justice 
Pryor and other good lawyers expressed 
the opinion that, as Beckham was only 
serving out Goebel's. unexpired term, he 
was undoubtedly eligible for tbe succeed- 
ing full four years' term. 

The public accepted the opinion as 
being correct, and all calculations for 
the next State convention liave been 
made with Beckham as an eligible can 
didate for Qovemor. 

It seems, however, that those who op 
pose Beckham for the Governorship have 
been investigating the eligibility feature 
on their own hook, and have consulted 
several eminent law specialists, one of 
whom is John G. Carlisle, now of New 
York. He, it is said, has given a written 
opinion on the subject, which cites 
various sections of the Constitution and 
decisions of tbe high courts, and con- 
cludes by saying that in his opinion 
Heck ham is not eligible to s oc caad bim« 
self. 

This opinion is sajjd to be in the posses- 
sion of a well known politician, and will 
be made public at such time as he thinks 
proper, along with opinions of othen 
who take the same view. 

Just bow the question can he fiially 
determineil cannot be even guessed at, 
for it will have to be passed on by the 
Court of Appeals beforo it becomes a 
finality, and how the test suit will be 
brought is a knotty question, but it is 
asserted that a final decision will be 
brought about in some way. 

The news will certainly cause a stir 
among the politicians, because the ques- 
tion had been looked upon as settled. 
A lively controversy is looked for, and 
the final decision may be delayed until 
next year, when it is believed the Court 
of Appeda will contain a majority of 
Demoorata.
